9. (Secret - JGO) Met with Mr. Frank Slatinshek, Assistant 
Chief Counsel, House Armed Services Committee, who told me that 
definitive dates for Committee posture hearings have not been set. In 

all probability the beginning date will not be until March. He advised also 
that Mrs. Rivers 1 operation had been successful. 

The Chairman will probably be returning to the city on Tuesday. 

I briefed Mr. Slatinshek on several items of current intelligence 
interest.
